I thought that I would write a few lines in this Home Town vs. 
Catalogue House Trade discussion. Old Subscriber says that he got a 
better overshoe in Lethbridge than his neighbor got from the mail order 
house. It may be. I have worn a pair of mail order overshoes for two 
winters, almost, and I bought a pair in town one month ago and they 
are now almost gone. I don’t make a practice of sending to the mail 
order houses, but in 1916 I did want a sleigh, so I went into town to look 
for one, There was none in town but the John Deere man would get 
me one for $50 and the Tudhope-Anderson man wovld get me one at $45 
for a 2-inch runner. So I looked up Eaton’s catalogue and could get a 


24-inch runner for $24.50, I sent for one and got it within three weeks. 
The freight was $5.25 making a total of $29.75, affording me a saving of 
fifteen to twenty dollars. In 1917 I required a set of work harness, so 
I priced them in the three towns, Enchant, Travers and Lomond. The 
cheapest I coud get in that line was $55 without collars were $ 


5. So 
I sent to Eaton’s for a set at $42.50, and 2 collars at $3 each. The 
freight on this entire shipment was $1.60 -total $50.10—saving me $15 
For quality I will put these goods up against anything bought in 


any 
of these towns. Now, i don’t say anything against our merchants

eral hundreds of dollars they do not seem to appreciate it at all Why 


but it does look to me that when a man trades out 


not hand out a cigar or a bit of candy once in awhile when a man is 
spending fifteen, twenty or thircy dollars. I have not yet met any man 
who has ever received anything from a town merchant on a deal, ; I had 
the same experience as the man Mr. King wroté about in his paper’ I 
always pay cash, but it seems to me that those that buy on time and 
take all that they need and a lot they don’t, and let the bill run a year 
or so, are treated best. Now, Mr. Old Subscriber, what would you 
think if we did not have the mail order houses? Do you think that ‘the 
home town prices would be as fair as they are now? I think not!
